Humane society 
enters Aviva 
online contest

The Wild Rose Humane Society (WRHS) has 
entered the Aviva Community Fund Competition for 
the third year in a row and needs the public’s help 
in voting for the organization to win up to $100,000 
which would be put towards building an animal shel¬ 
ter, according to a WRHS press release. 

Mayanne Campbell, fundraising director for the 
WRHS, is confident that they will progress at least to 
the semifinals this year, as support for the organiza¬ 
tion has been steadily growing over the past year. 

She noted the gain in support was evident in the 
large turnout at this year’s Dog Day Afternoon on 
July 1st. 

Any funds won from the competition will go to 
the Give Me Shelter capital campaign, raising funds 
to open a much-needed animal shelter to serve the 
Airdrie to Olds corridor. 

To win the competition, the WRHS needs mem¬ 
bers of the public to vote for their idea on the Aviva 
Community Fund Website (tinyurl.com/192tg38). 

Members of the public can vote once daily for 
WRHS to win a prize anywhere from $5,000 to 
$ 100 , 000 . 

“We are entered in the medium budget category, 
which could see us win $100,000 if we get enough 
votes from our supporters,” Campbell said. 

“Winning that money would allow us to open a 
shelter within the next six months, once we find a 
suitable location.” 

At present, unwanted, surrendered and stray ani¬ 
mals from this area are taken to shelters in Calgary 
and Cochrane and other smaller rescues in the area 
that have the capacity to take them. 

These other shelters are struggling to deal with the 
volume of animals that they receive and welcome the 
idea of a shelter in the Airdrie to Olds corridor. 

A shelter would help keep the animals in the area 
that they were found or surrendered in, and let the 
shelters focus on the animals and issues they have in 
their own communities. 

Another fundraiser the WRHS has going on at the 
moment is their first annual NHL Hockey Pool. 

It costs $20 to enter, with 50 per cent of the pro¬ 
ceeds going directly to the Give Me Shelter capital 
campaign and the other 50 per cent being split 
amongst the top three finishers. 

Katie Jackson, president of the WRHS, said the 
hockey pool is a great way to get into the hockey 
season while supporting the society. 

“We will enter everyone’s entries into (www.offi- 
cepools.com) and we will send the league ID and 
password to all entrants via email," said Jackson. 

Overall standings will be updated automatically 
every morning, and can been seen when entrants log 
in to the site, she added. 

The entry form has complete instructions on how 
to enter and can be downloaded from their website 
(www.wildrosehumane.ca), and the entry deadline is 
October 18.

The fight over Alberta resource development - and 
in particular over the future of the province’s oil- 
sands - has heated up once again with the release of 
- a landmark court ruling. 

And while the various politi¬ 
cal players for and against 
oilsands development battle 
... it out in the public forum, 

Albertans 


are once again 
stuck watching front the side¬ 
lines and left hoping for the 
best. 

As one of the most valu¬ 
able resources owned by 
Albertans, the oilsands are 
naturally of great interest to 
residents, including those 
right here in West Central 
Alberta. No question, with¬ 
out the money generated by oilsands development, 
Alberta would be a much poorer jurisdiction. 

In his recent landmark ruling, Court of Queen’s 
Bench Justice Richard Marceau said Alberta govern¬ 
ment bureaucrats were wrong in trying to stop the 
Oil Sands Environmental Coalition from voicing con¬ 
cerns over development. 

Federal NDP leader Thomas Mulcair has taken 
a lead in slamming the Redford Tories over the 
ruling. 

“It’s a very damning analysis of what’s been 
going on here (in Alberta)," Mulclair. “To have a 
judge come out so clearly and to say that there’s an 
absolute breach of the fundamental rules of natural 
justice in the process simply reinforces the percep¬ 
tion of a lot of Canadians in general - and a lot of 
Albertans in particular - that the dice have been 
loaded.” 

In response to Mulcair’s comments, Environment 
and Sustainable Resource Development Minister 
Diana McQueen said the Redford government 
is committed to public input when it comes to 
resource development. 

“We have established the Alberta Energy Regulator 
and announced new regulations when it comes to 
expressing concerns about an application for devel¬ 
opment, which allows all Albertans who believe 
they are directly and adversely affected by an appli¬ 
cation the ability to provide a notice of concern to 
the regulator," said McQueen. 

“Mr. Mulcair and his provincial cousins have made 
a habit of putting politics ahead of facts when talk¬ 
ing about Alberta and the oilsands," she added. 

With his political stronghold in Quebec, Thomas 
Mulcair has little to lose by slamming the Alberta 
government at every opportunity, including over 
this latest court ruling. He is playing to his constitu¬ 
ents, as all politicians always do. 

At the same time, is it at all surprising that the 
Redford Tories have tried to turn this latest court 
ruling into an Alberla-against-the NDP battle? 

Despite the political wrangling, Albertans expect 
the Redford government to continue vigorously 
defending the province’s natural resources, includ¬ 
ing the oilsands. 

At the same time, those same Albertans also insist 
that critics of the government and its policies be 
treated fairly and be given a chance to have their

Justin Trudeau lacks his father’s 
strength of character

Canada. 

Nor did he wait to become prime 
minister to reveal those feelings. In 
his youth, he expressed the greatest 
contempt for the Duplessis regime 
and its approach to civil rights and 
labour unions. He helped to found 
a journal, Cite Libre, to excoriate 
the Quebec elites he believed had 
been instrumental in holding back 
Quebecers. What drew him to fed¬ 
eral politics was largely a belief 
that being part of Canada brought 
out the best in Quebec, required its 
citizens to rise above petty nation¬ 
alism and to embrace a larger, 
more generous political vocation. 

When he was minister of justice 
under Lester Pearson, he savaged 
the narrow nationalism of Quebec 
premier Daniel Johnson to his face 
at a televised first ministers’ con¬ 
ference. 

On a host of other decisive 
issues of the day during his prime 
minister-ship, whether the FLQ 
crisis, the Victoria Charter, price 
and wage controls, the National 
Energy Policy or palliation and the 
charter, there was not much doubt 
in the minds of Canadians where 
he stood. 

Yes, he changed his mind on 
things, like price and wage con¬ 
trols, and so it is fair to say that you 
knew where he stood today but 
not necessarily where he would 
stand on the same issue tomorrow. 

But that was one of those issues 
on which he didn’t have strong 
feelings. Economics were not his 
strong suit, as liberal economist 
Eric Kierans, western Canadians 


and others discovered to their hor¬ 
ror and disillusionment. 

On the things that really mat¬ 
tered to him, though, Trudeau 
senior was acknowledged to be 
obdurate, emotional and opinion¬ 
ated. He needed no consultations 
to know where he stood. 

And many Canadians loved him 
for it. 

Why? Because strong feelings on 
Issues reveal something about the 
character of the person who has 
them. We learn something impor¬ 
tant about who they are, what 
matters to them, what they’ll make 
personal sacrifices to achieve. 

Watching Pierre was a master 
class in the art of political leader¬ 
ship. It is irrelevant whether you 
think he took the country in a posi¬ 
tive or a negative direction. What 
matters is how he led and why we 
followed. 

What I learned from watching 
Pierre was that people didn’t need 
to agree with him to want to follow 
him. Frequently people voted for 
him in spite of their policy convic¬ 
tions because he had a compelling 
vision. 

What do we know so far about 
Justin’s deep feelings as revealed 
in the policies he is willing to risk 
all on? Mostly that he won’t know 
what they are until he hears from 
people what they want. And that 
the state has no place in the dope 
rooms of the nation.

I was thinking about the differ¬ 
ence between the two recently as 
I contemplated Justin’s reluctance 
to be drawn out on his policy 
ideas. In what seemed to me an 
echo of Kim Campbell’s “elections 
are no time to discuss policy," 
Trudeau the younger has said that 
these early days are no time for 
him to talk about his beliefs, but 
rather a time for him to consult 
and seek guidance from the party 
faithful and Canadians generally 
about what they want. 

Trudeau pere would, in my 
estimation, have scorned such 
an approach and the differenc¬ 
es between the two tell us much 
about their respective styles of 
leadership and how the country 
might be run under Trudeau fils. 

It cannot be said, of course, that 
Pierre never consulted, dodged an 
issue or laid the blame for the poli¬ 
cies he pursued on others. 

On the other hand, he only did 
so on issues he didn't feel strongly 
about. Since he didn’t care, and 
was happy to be guided by others 
more knowledgeable than himself, 
on those issues he may well have 
sounded rather Justinesque. 

But on key issues on which he 
felt strongly, he never held back. 
On the contrary, he could be 
single-minded, authoritarian and 
downright steely in the pursuit

ally there. I pulled a lot 
of strings to get there 
between work and train¬ 
ing, and work and train¬ 
ing." 

Jamie explained doc¬ 
tors had run more tests 
than she could count, 
including cleaning his 
blood four times as well 
as lung and kidney biop¬ 
sies. 

“When we found out 
that it was hantavirus, 
we were relieved that 
it was hantavirus, that 
it wasn’t the vasculitis 
because it wasn’t going 
to be a lifetime of treat¬ 
ments and stuff,” said 
Jamie. 

In addition, Jamie said 
her son Tyler’s small ves¬ 
sels in his lungs were 
inflamed and bled, which 
is why he was put into 
a medically induced 
coma for treatments. 
She added it’s “rare” to 
see bleeding from hanta¬ 
virus. 

“He’s come a long ways 
since he came home,” 
she said. “He couldn’t 
even go up and down 
stairs at first, but now 
he can do that. He can 
shower and his appetite 
is back, so he’s definitely 
trying to gain back some 
of that weight — We just 
don’t want to ever go 
through it again." 

Last June Tyler grad¬ 
uated from Innisfail 
Junior/Senior High, 
focusing his efforts on 
his RAP (registered 
apprentice program) in 
the welding trade. Before 
his illness he had been 
working at Pidhemey’s 
Trucking Ltd. out of 
Rocky Mountain House. 

“They told us that it 
could take up to a com¬ 
plete year to get (Tyler’s) 
strength back, but once 
he’s able to do stuff, he 
can do it,” said Jamie. 
“He’s anxious to get driv¬ 
ing again.” 

But Tyler needs the 
doctor’s approval to 
drive first. 

“We’re thinking prob¬ 
ably two or three more 
weeks until he’s a bit 
stronger,” she said. “He 
can still go out and do 
stuff, but it’s affecting 
his work because he’s 
a construction worker 
so working with heavy 
equipment is probably 
not that safe." 

“Two at the most," he 
added with a grin. 


Waking up to the reali¬ 
ties of the 9-11 terror¬ 
ist attack at the World

and fellow council mem¬ 
bers, and work towards 
establishing better com¬ 
munication between 
council and residents. 

He noted that trans¬ 
parency is also a two- 
way window, whereas 
the public can look into 
governmental processes, 
but he also thinks that 
the governing parties 
should be able to look 
back through that win¬ 
dow to see what the pub¬ 
lic can do for it.

Crossing could 
have been better spent on 
improving the infrastruc¬ 
ture in town, because that 
would tell potential resi¬ 
dents that the town’s num¬ 
ber 1 priority is to ensure 
that the infrastructure will 
always be in good condi¬ 
tion, despite the cost 

“There’s a lot of busi¬ 
nesses that are going to 
stem from them being 
here, and they’re going to 
be able to share in our 
community. They want 
to spend their dollar in a 
community they believe 
in,” he added.
